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CLEAR THE FIELDS. 

All obstructions to the plow should be cleared 
away as soon as possible. You thus not only 
facilitate future operations, but you actually in- 
crease your tillage land. That which was cover- 
ed with rocks or stumps, where nothing could 
grow, becomes by their removal so much addition 
to your available land, ang thereby a gain to 
your farm and its resources. 








To clear away 
effectually you must have machinery and power. 
We have, from time to time, given cuts and de- 
scriptions of the inventions which come up for 
this purpose. There has been a steady increase 
in the improvement of machinery for this pur- 
pose. Allare very good. The farmer wants one 
that will combine economy in the first cost with 
simplicity of action, durability of material and 
great strength or power. After examining the 
various inventions of the kind, we think the 
Bates Patent combines all these requisites in a 
remarkable degree. A cut of this was given in 
the Farmer of the 27th of Sept. The proprietor 
of the right to this State, Mr. Newcomb, whose 
advertisement you will find in another column, 
had two of these machines for exhibition and 
trial at the State Fair in Portland—one on a der- 
rick and one on wheels. In company with many 
others we saw the operation, and were surprised 
to see with what ease two men lifted a rock from 
its bed, which was judged to weigh six tons. The 
trial was so satisfactory that he sold the machine 
on the spot to Mr. Madison K. Mabry of Hiram, 
where he intends to use it in clearing away the 
boulders and stumps and other obstructions on 
his farm and farms in his neighborhood. The one 
on wheels we have taken to Winthrop for the 
purpose of using its strength in the like service. 
There should be one in every town, for every 
town in Maine has more or less rocks and stumps 
which lie where they are incumbrances, but which 
might, with the aid of the machine, be placed 
where they would be very useful. Many a mow- 
ing field in Maine, which bears bountiful crops 
of hay, is nevertheless so much obstructed by 
these things that it requires an exercise of skill 
by the mower to get around and among them. 
The use of one of these machines on such fields 
would put them in such condition that the pro- 


scription of cattle exhibited there, he says: ‘“The 
native Galloways formed a marked characteristic 
of the Show, and to me were particularly inter- 
esting. The number was extensive, and although 
there were in this class several animals of inferior 
merit, and ought not perhaps to have been shown, 
the greater part were quite superior, fine and 
beautiful looking. Mr. Beattie of Annan, had 
an aged bull, that obtained the first prize; he 
was universally admired, and many good judges 
considered him among the first, if not the first of 
his class ever before shown. 

The cov.s and heifers were generally good, with 
obvious tendency to thrive and fatten. This breed 
has now been fairly introduced into Canada, and 
from all I can learn of it in its native habitation, 
we have every inducement to persevere. The 
Galloways soon reach a medium size, are hardy, 
yield a good supply of milk, readily fatten, and 
afford meat of first-rate quality. The Polled An- 
gus or Aberdeen, was not extensive, but there 
were some very superior specimens. This breed is 
very similar in appearance to the Galloways, and 
considerable observation and experience is often 
required to distinguish between them. Taeir 
hair is generally fine, bones fine, and heads ele- 
gantly formed. Like the Galloways from which 
they have in a great measure sprung, they are 
readily fattened, having soft and pliant skins and 
make béef of the first quality. 

Indeed, these classes of the Scottish breeds, so 
peculiarly adapted to hilly and exposed situations, 
will always command an additional penny and 
pound in the London markets over the larger an- 
imals, such as Durhams, Herefords, &c. 





CATTLE DISEASE IN ENGLAND. 


We mentioned last week that Mr. Barbarie, 
the Agent of the St. John Agricultural Society, 
of New Brunswick, who was sent to England to 
purchase choice breeding cattle, had purchased 
but a few and returned. He found the pleuaro- 
pneumonia a little too prevalent there to warrant 
a prudent selection. 

The following letter addressed to the editor of 
a St. John paper, will give his views in regard to 
it. We would again suggest that good cattle of 
the several breeds can be found in Maine free 
from the disease: + 


Datnovsig, Sept. 13, 1860. 


James A. Pierce, Esea.: 


Dear Sir—As there will, no doubt, be many 
inquiries made of you with regard to my arrival 
and how far I have succeeded in carrying out the 
important mission entrusted to me, I can only 
briefly put you in possession of some of the lead- 
ing features by which I was guided, and upon 
which I acted with regard to the horned stock. 
Having with great care and much searching (in 
mostly all the agricultural counties in England 


CROPS AND PIGGERIES. 


We make the following extracts from a recent 
business letter by one of our agents, now travel- 
ing in Cumberland and Oxford Counties: 

“I find the interest in farming is increasing. I 
found it especially so in Harrison, where they 
have some most beautiful swells of land adapted 
to it. Three of your old subscribers there have 
raised, the present season, about 150 bushels each, 
of wheat—450 from about 33 bushels sowing. 
And here I would just ask, is it not strange that 
our Maine boys will leave the healthy climate and 
productive soil of their own native State to spond 
their lives where they are almost sure to exchange 
good health for fever and ague, to say nothing of 
the other unprofitable and disagreeable things at- 
tending a residence in those new States. ° 
The three farmers spoken of above, are Nath’! 
Harmon, Edward K. Whitney, and S. H. Dawes. 
I think it would pay any enterprising farmer well 
to go fifty miles to see the piggery of Mr. Dawes, 
which was occupied by nineteen old and eight 
young swine. I will give you an ideaof it. One 
side and end were parted into nineteen pens, two 
for each family of hogs ; one, of course, a dry or 
sleeping apartment, the other for common hog 
uses. He has a boiler set in a room in one cor- 
ner of the building on a floor elevated about one 
foot. I should think it would hold about a bar- 
relandahalf. A large water cask, holding about 
sixty gallons, supplied by an aqueduct elevated 
to the top of the boiler is ever ready to supply the 
water through a large fawcet. A large tunnel, 
perhaps fourteen inches square, is placed at the 
side of the boiler extending through the floor into 
an underdrain. First, by the side of the boiler, 
there is a vat about seven feet long, fifteen inches 
deep, and three feet wide, to mix swill in. Out- 
side of this are two more vats to mix different 
qualities in, &c. He has a railroad running from 
these to a turn table, thence to another track 
across the end of the building passing by all the 
pens or troughs. The train consists of a large 
box for swill, holding about a barrel.”’

ECONOMICAL ENTOMOLOGY.—NO. 5. 

The reign of insects, for this year, is about 
over. A warm day in the Indian summer will, 
however, bring out quite a variety. A few but- 
terflies are fluttering about ; the bumble-bees are 
humming, perhaps, a Jittle dolefully ; flies are 
buzzing feebly ; and the grasshoppers are crawl- 
ing about in the grass, or awkwardly leaping in 
the bushes as if their knee-joints were made 
rheumatic by the cold, damp fall nights. The 
grasshopper is one of the latest of our fall insects. 
On the 20th of November last, we were surprised 
to find several hopping among the herbage, though 
the ground was frozen hard. 


The word grasshopper is more properly applied 
to those large, green, leafy-winged insects which 
hide in the bushes and chirp so merrily. Their 
legs are long and slender, and wings rather broad; 
hence they are feeble leapers, and their flight is 
not strong, though high. Here belongs the Katy- 
did, which we have not found in Maine. Locusts 
are all the stout-bodied, narrow-winged, thick- 
legged gentry that swarm in our gardens and 
fields all summer and fall. 


Williamson, in his history of Maine, as quoted 
by Dr. Harris in the ‘*[njurious Insects of Massa- 
chusetts,’’ speaks of the ravages of these locusts 
and states that ‘‘during dry seasons they often 
appear in great multitudes, and are the greedy 
destroyers of the half-parched herbage. In 1749 
and 1754 they were very numerous and voracious ; 
no vegetables escaped the greedy troops; they 
even devoured the potato tops; and in 1743 and 
1756 they covered the whole country, and threat- 
ened to devour everything green. Indeed, so 
great was the alarm they occasioned among the 
people that days of fasting and prayer were ap- 
pointed.’’ 

This is the red-legged locust, (Caloptenus femur- 
rubrum.) It is aboutan inch long, expands about 
one and a quarter inches; of a dirty brown olive 
color with bright, coral-red legs. They come to 
maturity the last part of July, and till the middle 
of October fill our gardens and fields by thou- 
sands. 

All grasshoppers and locusts have strong jaws 
which move transversely, and their digestive or- 
gans are remarkably developed. ‘The mole crick- 
et, (Gryllotalpa,) which probably inhabits this 
State, as it is found in Massachusetts and Canada, 
as been recently shown, by an anatomist, to 
possess a gizzard divided into six compartments 
with rows of minute teeth, some two hundred 
and twenty-two in number. ‘So great is their 
capability for tearing and minutely dividing ev- 
ery substance presented to their action that they 
ave been compared, most fitly, to the machine 
used in cloth-making called ‘the Devil,’ for noth- 
ing can resist its action.’’ Further on he re-

‘|PISCATAQUIS CENTRAL AG. SOCIETY. 


Dover, Oct. 3d, 1860. 

The Annual Show and Fair of this Society com- 
menced in this village to-day. After a week of 
storm, wind, and cold, the day has been fine; just 
warm enough to be comfortable, and the farmers 
of Piscataquis, with their wives, sons and daugh- 
ters, have been here in great numbers. I judge 
that at least four thousand persons were on, and 
near the Show ground. 

There was a goodly number of good horses on 
exhibition, (horses seem to be the hobby this 
year,) some very respectable oxen and cows, a 
few yearlings and calves, some dozen sheep, one 
fine bull, three-fourths Durham, one-fourth Here- 
ford, owned by Wm. Downs, of Dover, two years 
and nine months old, and weight 1980 Ibs., and 
girts 7 feet 4 inches—a fine animal. I saw no hogs, 
hens, geese, ducks or turkeys. 

Thereewas a canvass tent in which they exhib- 
ited a bear for money, places where candy, gin- 
gerbread, pies, cakes, new cider and honey, were 


Mr. Epiror:—I have a cow that had biles

greenish, watery stuff from her mouth—this

1 heard of $10, $5, and 
$3 purses for those who came first to the end of 
the race, and of course reckless boys and useless 
men drove with break-neck speed to the manifest 
danger of their own lives, and of the lives of all 
others, unless they gave up the road which the 
law provides for the use of those who wish to 
travel thereon, and for no other purpose whatev- 
er. This fast driving in the street is in violation 
of law, as is horse-racing in all of its forms for 
money. 

I have written this article in an ironical vein, 

because, although [ am very much in favor of 
Agricultural Societies and Shows, when properly 
conducted, and have no right to complain when 
people of any county manage them after their own 
manner, provided always, that they do it at their 

own expense, and violate no law of the State; 

yet, I do object, as a citizen of Maine, and help- 
ing to pay the donations made by the State to 
these Societies, to have the money used merely to 
encourage horse-racing, getting up ‘‘good times,’’ 

generally, and lending no aid or encouragement 

whatever to practical agricultural improvement.

Epiror :—A word from some one at this 
time in regard to the crops in the West for this 
year, and the prospect of next year’s crop, may 
be of interest to some reader of the Farmer and, 
therefore, I will give you the information so far 
as I have been able to get it :

GRAPE CULTURE. 








Until within a few years it was supposed that 
Providence had assigned grape culture and the 
manufacture of wine to countries in the south of 
Europe, and that the soil and climate of America 
were not at all adapted to their production. Still 
later the theory was promulgated, which bas not 
as yet yielded in full to a more enlightened judg- 
ment, that no good grape could flourish on our 
eastern slope. Now it is known to succeed in al- 
most every aspect where soil and cultivation are 
suitable, and it is believed that no country on 
earth is better adapted to the extensive cultiva- 
tion of the grape than the United States of 
America. This branch of fruit culture is yet in 
its incipient state, but it has progressed so far as 
to authorize the belief that the grape can be 
grown with success in almost every State and Ter- 
ritory of the Union. 

With the progress already made in raising new 
sorts, it is only a question of time when we shall 
have varieties adapted to almost every locality. 
Thousand of cultivators scattered over our extend- 
ed country, are each of them raising new varie- 
ties from seed in the expectation of success. 
While some of them may be valuable, many must 
of necessity, be failures, having been originated 
from natural and accidental impregnation, with- 
out apy settled or philosophical plan. The laws 
of re-production in this department are the same 
as in other branches of the vegetable kingdom. 
For instance, in northern latitudes the great ob- 
ject should be to produce good kinds which ripen 
early and are perfectly hardy. To procure these 
from the limited number of our native grapes, 
we must resort to the art of hybridization, taking 
for the parents those sorts which contain the 
characteristics we desire to combine. This work 
has already been commenced in good earnest, and 
is progre:sing rapidly in the hands of many prac- 
titioners. Illustrations have occurred under our 
own observation, proving the immediate and hap- 
py results from the crossing of native with foreign 
grapes. A gentleman in my own vicinity has ta- 
ken, as the mother parent, the Vitis Labrusca, a 
common native grape, and crossed these vines 
with the pollen of the Black Hamburg, and the 
White Chasselas grapes. Of forty-five seedlings, 
thirty seven have borne fruit. All the progeny of 
these has proved perfectly hardy, and have stood

Tue Boca Piow. There is another class of 

lands abounding in Maine which hitherto have 
been of little use, and which, nevertheless, have 
within them elements of great fertility. These 
require also the aid of industrial skill and a little 
machinery to bring them up into a productive 
condition. We refer to bog lands, so called— 

low lands, full of tussucs, hardhacks and bram- 

bles, growing luxuriantly to no sort of purpose 

except as a home and shelter to musquash and 

bullfrogs. It has been difficult to subdue such 

lands so completely as desired; clearing and 

burning off the brush is generally the extent of 
operations in regard to them. Further cultiva- 

tion has been impossible for lack of a plow that 
conld be effectual in such places. The common 
plow could not be used there for two reasons: 

first, the sod, if broken, would open a soil so 
soft that the ox that traveled in the furrow would 
mire ; second, our common plows would not cut 
or even break all the tough, wiry roots of the 
water grasses and shrubs, and the furrow-slice 
raised would fall back again and the labor thus 
be lost. These troubles have now been com- 
pletely obviated and the difficulties perfectly over- 
come by the modifications of the plow. This is 
the invention of Henry Brooks of Acton, Mass. 
The plows are manufactured by Nourse, Mason 
& Co. of Boston. One of these was entered for 
exhibition and trial at the State Fair, and Mr. 
Brooks came with it to show the manner of using 
it. The draft is so arranged that both oxen walk 
upon the sod, and of course there is no miring, 
however soft may be the soil below. A sharp 
steel wheel cutter revolves in front of the mould- 
board, and a broad sharp steel share works at the 
bottom, and thus the roots and stringy fibres are 
all cut off clean and smooth. It is necessary to 
run the plow up and down the first furrow and 
then hook out all the sod, clearing the furrow all 
out. This done, the remaining furrows will roll 
over as slick and as smooth as the best upland 
sod. It isa great bog-conqueror, and the com- 
mittee cheerfully awaided the twenty-five dollars 
premium offered by the Trustees for such an im- 
plement. 

So here we have two new aids to agriculture, 

and good ones they ate, too. Press them into 
service. 





GALLOWAY CATTLE. 


In the rage for raising ‘‘great oxen’”’ the small- 
er breeds of cattle are too much overtasked in 
Maine. Many of our farmers seem to overlook 
the designs of the Almighty as manifested plainly 
in his works. He has evidently created different 
races of cattle adapted to different localities in 
order that all might be supplied with domestic 
animals useful for their wants and comforts, 
leaving man to cultivate and bring their several 
characteristics as near to perfection as possible. 





Hence farmers should follow out this adaptation. 


Among the races of cattle particularly adapted 
to a cold climate, will be found the hornless, or 
Galloways of North Scotland. These have been 
introduced into the British Provinces, especially 
in Cahada West, where they are increasing. 

The editor of the Genesee Farmer, in his ac- 
count of the late Provincial Cattle Show, held 
on the 18-2lst ult., in Hamilton, says: ** The 
black hornless Galloways were well represented. 
This hardy and valuable breed is being rapidly 
diffased throughout the Province.” 


Professor Buckland, editor of the Canadian Ag-) 
riculturist, is now traveling in Great Britain. He 


recently visited the Exhibition of the Highland 


breeds, as directed by the Provingial Board, from 
what I considered healthy localities, I thought it 
prudent in consequence of the prevalence of the 


disease, pleuro-pneumonia, or contagious mur- 
rain, to be most careful in making my selections, 
and to stipulate with the parties, that in caso of 


my concluding to abandon the purchase, I could 

o 80 within a certain time. It was fortunate I 

did, as in various districts I found the disease, 

pleuro-pneumonia, to exist, although kept a pro- 

found secret, and that notwithstanding my care- 

ful selections, there was great risk and danger in 

transmitting the animals in cribs to the port of 

shipment, where diseased animals were being con- 

veyed to the butchers’ market every day, which 

as I was advised by veterinary surgeons of note? 

(whose certificate I hold to that effect,) was the 

surest way to contract the disease. I made it my 

business then to visit several localities where the 

disease was known to exist and to satisfy myself 
on the point. I was in one locality where 17 

cows had died out of one herd within the last six 

weeks, and I have it from the best authority, 

that it exists more or less throughout England, 

Ireland and Scotland. 

I could particularize many, but it is not neces- 
sary at present. I have also certificates from 

farmers and gentlemen of the first standing to the 
same effect. I may as well mention one, as it 
seemed to apply te my case. A most respectable 
farmer and cattle breeder in Ayrshire, whose cer- 

tificate I hold, told me that he purchased 20 head 
of cattle ata Fair where the disease had been 
known to exist in the neighborhood, but bad been 
considered as extinguished, or, as they say, 
‘¢worked out’’; that he took those cattle home, 
and put them into his pasture to fatten for the 
market ; all appeared healthy and well, and so 
continued for nearly three months, when the dis- 
ease broke out, and out of the 20 he lost:14, be- 
sides communizating it to his own stock, so that 
the disease actually lays latent in the system for 
a longer or shorter period. In the face of all I 
saw, coupled with the highest authority, amongst 
others that of Prof. Dick of the Royal College of 
Veterinary Surgeons, Edinburgh, I deemed it 
most prudent to abandon the importation of the 
horned cattle; the risk was too great, not only 
the loss of the valuable animals, but the dread of 
introducing such a fatal malady into our Prov- 


| ince, which may Providence avert. 


I have selected some Sheep of the Yarrow 
breeds, North Devons, Leicesters, Lincolns, Cots-

Norsz. Ist. Winter wheat would do well on 
such land as our friend names, if it were put in 
early enough. It ought to be sown in August. 
We are aware that winter wheat is often sown 
much later than that, but this late sowing is one 
reason why it is so often winter killed. How 
would it suit our correspondent to follow the Ba- 
ker method with spring wheat? This method is 
to get the ground all ready for sowing; then wait 
until the snow is gone, and sow and hurrow in, 
even if the surface is thawed only a few inches. 
2d. The alder is almost omnipresent and evet- 
lasting. The best way to kill them, is to twitch 
them out by the roots with a brash or root-pull- 
er, which is a large, strong iron hook with two 
to four claws at one end and an eye in the other, 
through which a chain is hooked. A yoke of 
oxen will thus clear a large amount of them for- 
ever. Cutting and burning will do it in time if 
you follow up and cut down the sprouts. 

3d. The best way to destroy sprouts from 
stumps is to beat them off. Stocking the land 
pretty hard in the spring with cattle and sheep 
will check them, as they will browse them off 
more or less according as they are short or full of 
feed. 

4th. If it be dry, burn it over. If not, turn 
your hens and other poultry upon it and let it 
alone until next season. The buckwheat that the 
poultry leave will come as thick as grass, and af- 
ter it gets sufficiently high you can plow it in, or 
if you wish to cultivate the land earlier, plow it 
as soon as you find it all up an inch or two. You 
will thus kill it out.—Ep.

POULTRY. 

Mr. Epitor:—A recent number of your paper 
contained a short communication for ‘‘ Chester- 
ville,”’ giving a little experience of his own in the 
matter of poultry-raising. That this branch of 
industry may be easily and very profitably ex- 
tended, admits of little doubt, and it is a matter 
of some surprise to me that it has not received 
more attention from our farmers, now that they 
enjoy such easy access to the principal markets of 
New England. Would it not pay, Mr. Editor, 
as an independent enterprise—by itself—without 
any relation to the ordinary advantages growing 
out of its connection with farming ? 

It appears to me, however, that ‘‘Chesterville”’ 
must have made a mistake in his statement of the 
quantity of meal required to sustain his nine hens 
forty-five days, at seventy lbs., which would give 
but about 2} ounces per day each, if I am cor- 
rect. I recently saw a statement by a Delaware 
farmer who was largely interested in poultry- 
raising, that his average profits was $1 per head. 
Will ‘‘Chesterville speak again? Wunturor.

In both there are four 
distinct sacs, devoted to this function ; in the in- 


sect, mastication is effectively performed by the 


wonderful gizzard ; in the ox, by the peculiarly 
constructed teeth.’’ 

The mole cricket Mr. Goadby dissected came 
from Jamacia. ‘The specimen and its compan- 
ions cost the proprietor of a farm there, upwards 
of $300,000 by the entire destruction of his crop 
of sugar cane.”” The Massachusetts species, ac- 
cording to Dr. Harris, is about an inch and a 
quarter long, of a light bay color, and covered 
with a short velvet-like brown, with short wing- 
covers and short, broad fore legs, well adapted 
for digging. They live in moist places, making 
under-ground passages, and throwing up little 
hillocks of earth, smaller than mole hills. We 
wish we could hear of the occurrence of this in- 
sect in Maine. 

What is true of the mole cricket applies well 
to all grasshoppers and locusts. They are a ter- 
ribly destructive race. With their strong flight 
and powerful leap they can overrun a country in 
an incredibly short time. The transformation of 
the grasshopper, unlike the /arva and pupa-stage 
of the beetle and butterfly, takes place in the egg 
before it is hatched, there is now reason to think. 
And in what answers to the pupa or chrysalis state, 
when butterflies are inactive, the grasshopper is 
never more active and never more destractive. 


We have already received fearful accounts of 
the ravages of locusts in the South and West. In 
the sparsely settled condition of this country we 
are, as yet, ineensible to their ravages, but the 
time may come when, like the French, we shall 
have to offer rewards for collections of their eggs 
and their persons. We have it on the authority 
of Mr. Westwood, that ‘‘the Turks also send out 
bodies of peasants to destroy the locusts, * * * 
and it appears to be the duty of the Chinese pro- 
vincial governors to see to the destruction of these 
obnoxious insects, and to erect stations for giving 
rewards for them. 

Within the past year the Smithsonian Institu- 
tion at Washington, has issued a circular con- 
taining a series of minute inquiries concerning 
the history of grasshoppers in hopes of obtaining 
details of their natural history, so that natural- 
ists muy know how, when and where to take 
them at disadvantage. P.

In a communication in the Maine Farmer of 
Oct. 4th, over the signature of ‘‘S.,’’ I notice my 
manner of farming is spoken of in a complimen- 
tary way, more so, [ fear than it deserves. I 
feel much obliged to my friend ‘*S.,’’ and hope he 
will excuse me if I correct some errors.

I do not raise more 
than two tons per acre, averaging all my mowing 
land. When any piece will not cut one and a 
halt tons per acre, I think it time to put the plow 
to it.

NEW APPLE LADDER. 
Mr. Eparor :—Reading the interesting article 
on **Gathering Apples”’ in No. 40 of the Farmer, 
called to mind a new ladder for gathering fruit 
or ascending trees for any purpose, which I re- 
cently saw in Windsor, N.S. It is constructed 
as follows : 

By splitting an ash or sprace pole to with- 
in a few feet of the end; then put ona ring 
or insert a wrought nail and clinch it soas to 
prevent the pole from splitting further ; 
spread it the right width for a ladder, until 
near the crotch, where it must gradually 
curve ; confine it in this shape; bore and in- 
sert rounds the proper distance and it is ready 
to poke up through any little opening, and 
will rest firmly against a small branch where 
a common ladder would often cant or twist about. 
The above was recently invented by a liberal farm- 
er named King, near Windsor college, who claims 
to be a **Blue Noee.”’ 8. N. T. 


RIPENING TOMATOES IN WINTER. 


At a meeting of the Rockford (Ill.) Horticul- 
tural Society last winter, Mr. Ordway brought a 
specimen of tomatoes, red and yellow, small and 
large, but all perfect, which had been ripened in 
his cellar according to the following method : 

‘““If any one wishes to know how to keep them 
fresh and good all winter, read the following 
recipe :—Plant late in the season, and pull up 
the vines in the fall, before they are injured by 
the frost; fasten a bag about the stock, two 
inches above the root, then hang them up in the 





;parent; while those fertilized with the White 
| Chaseelas, all were of a reddish color, intermedi- 
jate between the natural colors of the parents. 
Thus we see the positive and powerful effect of 
the art of hybridizatiun in the hands of scientific 
cultivators, who can, in a measure, control the 
process of re-production, and render it subservi- 
ent to their purpose. 

But, to prevent discouragement and sustain 
perseverance, it should be remembered that, in 
conformity with the experience of Van Mons, 
and other pioneers, a seedling does not attain to 
perfection at once. To arrive at its culminating 
point of excellence, it must often be fruited for 
several years. Others maintain thata number of 
manipulations are requisite toe bring a new varie- 
ty to perfection. Some varieties attain this much 
earlier than others, and the same variety reaches 
it earlier or later in “different localities. Hence 
an originator should not reject a seedling of some 
apparent good qualities simply because it may 
have some defect ; for this may result from local 
or external influences. He should, therefore, 
cause it to be transferred for trial to a different 
soil and climate. Even grapes of acknowledged 
excellence are improved by this change. The 
Concord and Diana of Massachusetts, valuable 
as they are at home, acquire a superiority in the 
south and south-west unknown in their original 
locality, even rivalling the Catawbas and Isabella 
of those sections. 

While it was formerly supposed that the pecu- 
liar, and, to many, the disagreeable aroma of our 
common grapes disqualified them for the produc- 
tion of choice fruits and wines, it has been proved 
we think, beyond a reasonable doubt, that the 
characteristic designated, by way of contempt, 
as the foxy or pole-cat flavor, will hereafter consti- 
tute one of the chief excellencies of our new va- 
rieties, when, by the art of hybridization and 
cultivation, this flavor shall have been modified 
and changed, by alliance with other grapes of 
excellence that are destitute of this quality. 
This flavor, thus improved, seems destined to form 
a distinctive characteristic of an important class 
of American grapes, even to give them a marked 
superiority over such varieties as the Hamburg, 
Sweetwater, and such other foreign sorts as are 
destitute of any especial aroma, and consists 
mainly of sugar and water. It may yet make 
our seedlings rivals of the Muscats, the Frontig- 
nacs, and other highly flavored foreign grapes of 
the Old World. Multitudes of seedlings, deriv- 
ing their origin from our native vines in various 
stages of civilization, and with a special view to 
this result, are now on probation in various parts 
of our country. From these must necessarily 
arise, in coming time, many sorts of superior 
quality. 

What if the desire for new varieties has become 
a mania! What if it produce, here and there, 
personal sacrifices and disappointments? What 
if from want of skill, or from adverse causes, 
many interior or even worthless varieties are pro- 
duced? The resultis certain. The time fast ap- 
proaches when the ultimate good will be realized, 
and when America will become the gteat grape- 
growing and wine-producing country of the world.

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BAROMETERS FOR FARMERS. 

‘(Ts it a-going to rain?’’ “Do you think it 
will rain to-day ?’’—are questions which we often 
hear put by persons who feel an interest in know- 
ing what changes are to take place in the weather. 
Farmers and sailors are always directly interested 
in the weather, and oftentimes, a little foresight 
in this particular would be of great importance 
to them. The surest mode of predicting rain in 
fair weather, or fair weather in rain, is by noting 
the changes in the barometer. The operation of 
this instrament depends upon the difference in 
the weight of a column of air, at different times. 
It was long ago ascertained that a column of the 
air,an inch square, had a downward pressure 
equal to 15 pounds—that this pressure of the air 
was equal to the weight of a column of water 32 
feet high, or a column of mercury 28 inches 
high. It was also ascertained that the weight or 
pressure of the air varied at different times ac- 
cording to the condition of the weather. When 
rain was falling, or about to fall, the pressure 
would be less than in fair weather. 

Galileo experimented on this subject and ascer- 
tained many important facts, and after him 
Torecelli took up the subject, and invented the 
instrument called a ‘‘barometer,’’ which means, 
a weight measurer. He took a glass tube, of a 
certain length, and filled it with mercury so that 
no air should be contained in it. He then pressed 
his finger on the opening and inverted it in a basin 
of mereury. The mercury sunk down until it 
arrived at a certain point, the column being sup- 
ported by the atmospheric pressure. Of course 
the space in the tube, above the mercury, was a 
perfect vacuum. The tube being kept in this 
position, it is evident that the variations of the 
density of the air will be indicated by the rise or 
fall of the mercury in the tube. It was found 
that in rainy weather there was less pressure of 
the air, and the mercury would fall; in fair 
weather, the air being more dense, pressed more 
heavily, and the mercury would rise. 

Various modifications of this instrument have 
been made. For many years they were costly, 
and but few could affurd to have them. More 
recently the manufacture of them has not only 
been simplified, but they have been so im- 
proved that by turning a screw the mercury 
can be shut in and the instrument be carried 
safely anywhere, without any damage or danger 
of spilling out the mercury, as was the case in 
those formerly made. 

Timby’s improvement is now the best, and 
barometers of this kind are manufactured by 
Jobn M. Merrick & Co., in Worcester, Mags., 
very neatly too, for from $7 to $8, according to 
finish. Every farmer will find it to his advan- 
tage to have one—especially in haying. What 
farmer is there who has not felt the uncertainty 
of the weather in the haying season, and who 
has also felt that he would give a trifle to be

Ordered further, That the Mayor and Alderman Bar- 
rows, and Councilmen Percival, Philbrook and Phinney, 
be a committee to superintend the execution and deliv- 
ery of said notes; and that the Treasurer shall have no 
authority to deliver any of said notes to said Free Bridge 
Company, until he is notified in writing by said Com- 
mittee that they are satisfied that said Free Bridge Com- 
pany have done all on their part required of them by the 
act aforesaid and by the preceding orders. 


Since the above action by the City Council, we 
learn that measures have been taken by the Free 
Bridge Company, to raise the balance of the pur- 
chase money of the old bridge ($10,000) by loans 
from individuals, secured on the property and re- 
ceipts of the Bridge, until the amount is repaid. 
This insures the immediate purchase of the bridge 
by the Free Bridge Company.

THE OCTOBER ELECTIONS. 

Elections have been held this month in Penn- 
sylvania, Ohio, Indiana, and Florida.- Great in- 
terest has been felt in these elections, particularly 
those of Pennsylvania and Indiana, as foreshad- 
owing, to some extent, the result of the Presi- 
dential contest in November. 4 
’ Pennsylvania has been carried for the republi- 
can candidate for Governor by an estimated ma- 
jority of over 34,000. The vote was the heaviest 
ever thrown in the State. The majorities in the 
several counties foot up for Curtin, republican, 
52,768 ; for Foster, anti-republican, 18,535. In 
1856, the majority against Fremont was 165,000. 
According to the latest accounts the Congressional 
delegation will stand 21 republicans to 4 demo- 
crats, a republican loss of one. In the first dis- 
trict, also, the seat of the repablican member 
who receives the certificate, will be contested by 
his democratic competitor. The republicans have 
also carried both branches of the Legislature, 
giving them a majority on joint ballot of 51. 
This gives them a U. S. Senator in place of Mr. 
Bigler, the present incumbent. 

In Ohio, the State has been carried by the re- 
publicans—majority about 20,000. They have 
elected majorities in botb branches of the Legis- 
lature, which ensures them a U. S. Senator in 
place of Mr. Pugh the present democratic mem- 
ber. The Congressional delegation will probably 
stand 13 republicans to 8 democrats, a republican 
loss of two. 

In Indiana, the republicans are reported to 
have elected their candidate for Governor by 
about 15,000 majority—carrying both branches 
of the Legislature and electing eight of the eleven 
Congressmen—a gain of one. A republican U. 
S. Senator is also gained from this State. 

In Florida, Milton, the Breckinridge candidate 
for Governor is reported to be elected. His ma- 
jority in 16 counties is 1375.

Edward H. Hall of Plymouth, Secretaries. The 
opening discourse was delivered by Rev. Dr. F. 
H. Hedge of Brookline, Mass. He spoke, in 
commencing, of the disappointment felt that Rev. 
Mr. Martineau of England was not present to 
muke an address. He then spoke from the text, 
Isaiah i: ‘* Come, now, and let us reason togeth- 
er;’’ also a passage from Luke xii. He thought 
that the church, by striking at science, dashes 
against the thick bosses of God's truth. Science 
was but another reading of truth. If science con- 
tradicted the text, the text must give way. The 
discourse was of some length, and was listened to 
with much attention by a large audience.

This is a pamphlet of 100 pages, and purports 
to be the genuine confession of a slave pirate, who 
died nut long since under the charge of a clergy- 
man of the New York Home Missionary Society. 
The recital is a horrible one, realizing the oft 
quoted remark that “‘ truth is stranger than fic- 
tion.”” The horrors of this awful traffic cannot 
be better illustrated than by an extract in which 
the writer describes the following scenes as trans- 
piring on board the slave clipper Gloria, with her 
drunken captain and crew : 


“This was to be my last trip in the blood- 
stained Gloria. ony were we out a fortnight 
before it was discovered that our roystering crew 
had neglected to change the sea-water, which had 
served as our ballast, in the lower casks, and 
which ought to have been replaced with fresh wa- 
ter in Africa. We were drawing from the last 
casks, before this discovery was made; and the 
horror of our situation sobered Captain Ruiz. He 
gave orders to hoist the precious remnant abaft 
the main grating, and made me calculate how 
long it would sustain the crew and cargo. I 
found that a half gill a day would hold out to the 
Spanish main ; and it was debided that, in order 
to save our cargo, we should allow the slaves a 
half-gill, and the crew a gilleach day. Then be- 
gan a torture worse than death to the blacks. 
Pent in their close dungeons, to the number of 
nearly five hundred, they suffered continual tor- 
ment. Our crew and drivers were unwilling to 
allow even the half gill per diem, and quarreled 
fiercely over their own stinted rations. Our car- 
had been stowed on the platforms closer than 
ever saw slaves stowed before or since. Instead 
of lowering buckets of water to them, as was cus- 
tomary, it became necessary to pour the water in 
half pint measures. Those furthest from the grat- 
ings never got a drop, and became raving mid for 
drink. Presently, diseases of different kinds add- 
ed to their misery. Fevers and fluxes made the 
air reek with poison; and deaths followed so fast, 
that in a short time, at least a hundred men and 
women were shackled to dead partners. Our cap- 
tain and crew, as well as myself, drank hard, but 
thirst and disease kept down all licentiousness. 
Matters grew worse daily, for the dead were not 
thrown overboard, nor the living served with wa- 
ter, or even food, except the rotten yams that 
could be reached where they lay. At last Cap- 
tain Ruiz ordered the hatches down, and swore he 
would make the run on our regular water rations, 
and take the chances of his stock. ‘hat night 
we caroused, and satisfied our thirst, whilst the 
negroes suffocated below. Next morning came a 
storm, which drove us on our course a hundred 
knots. Two days afterward, Ruiz and four of the 
men were taken suddenly ill, with a disease that 
baffled my medical knowledge. Their tongues 
swelled, and grew black ; their flesh turned yel- 
low, and in six hours they were dead. The first 
mate went next, and three others of the crew, and 
a black driver, whose body became leprous with 
yellow spots. I began to notice a strange, fetid 
smell, pervading the vessel, and a low, heavy fog 
on deck, almost like steam. Then the horrid 
truth became apparent. Our rotting negroes an-

DESTRUCTION OF THE GALWAY STEAM. 
SHIP CONNAUGHT AT BEA. ‘ 


Savery or tue Passencrrs. 

On Tuesday morning, 10th inst., the news 
reached Boston that the new steamer Connaught 
of the Galway line, on her way from s¢ Seba, 
N. F to Boston, had been totally destroyed rm 
fire. The Connaught was built of iron, and in 
of the largest and most commodious steamers ever 
constructed. The passengers and crew, neatly 
600 in number were taken off by the brig Minnj, 
Schiffer, from Malaga for Boston and brought into 
Boston. Capt. Leitch, the commander of the 
Connaught, furnishes the following account of the 
loss and the attendant circumstances: 


The steamer sailed from Galway at 3 o'clock 

P. M., on the 25th of September, and arrived at 
St. Johns on the morning of Wednesday the 34 
inst. After repairing the paddle floats, which 
were damaged on the passage, the steamer left St. 
Juhns for Boston. 
She had on board when she left Galway, 467 
passengers, of whom 48 were cabin passengers. 
At St. S@hns eight passengers were landed and ten 
taken on board. 

The steamer experienced heavy weather after 
leaving St. Johns, but nothing of a serious nature 
occurred until § o’clock P, M. on Saturday last, 
when the steamer, at that time about 150 miles 
east of Boston, sprung aleak in the engine room. 
The water was gaining fast, when discovered, and 
all hands were immediately called to free the vee- 
sel. The engine pumps were set to work, and the 
force pumps from on deck were taken below and 
manned. The crew and passengers, with buck- 
ets, were busily employed, in the vain attempt to 
keep the water from rising. . These efforts contin- 
ued unabated until 8 o'clock Sanday morning, 
the water gaining steadily all the time. 

At about a quarter past nine a new danger was 
discovered, which added horror to the situation of 
the already imperiled passengers and crew. Smoke 
was discovered issuing from the engine room, and 
shortly after a fire broke out over the after boiler. 

The pumps were immediately got on deck, the 
hose connected, and set to work to extinguish the 
flames. The buckets, which had before been used 
to throw water overboard, were now turned upon 
@ new enemy, and employed in unavailing efforts 
“~~ the fire. 

he passengers quitted the saloons and steerage, 
leaving their baggag® and everything except the 
clothes they had on. The crew, firemen, and of- 
ficers of the vessel left the hold, and all came on 
deck. No one went below after halt-past 10 
o’clock, the flames having made such progress as 
to render hazardous all attempts to go below. 

Every precaution was now taken by Capt. 

Leitch to exclude the air from the interior of the 
vessel. The entrances to the saloons, engine 
room and steerage were closed and covered with 
wet blankets. Every possible precaution of this 
nature was made, the passengers and crew con- 
tinuing their efforts the while to subdue the flames 
by peceing water into the vessel. At 11 o'clock 
A. M. on Sunday, two hours after the fire was 
discovered, the water had risen 80 high as to ex- 
tinguish the fires in the boilers, and the ship, 
having lost headway, was tossed about in a heavy 
sea. 
At this time all hope of saving the steamer was 
given up, and a number of hands were set to 
work to get out the boats, eight in number. A 
rough sea was running, and in attempting to low- 
er the first boat it was swamped and sunk by a 
heavy wave. 

The fire still increasing, all bands directed their 
efforts toward getting the boats over the sides as 
quickly as possible. 

At 12 o’clock, Sunday, made out a barque to 
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»» | discovered, which bore down upon the steamer. 
The brig proved to be the Minnie Schiffer, Capt. 
Wilson, from Malaga, bound for Bostcn. Capt.

In the meantime, every possible preparation 
had been made to disembark the passengers from 
the steamer. The seven remaining boats were all 
safely launched, and the passengers lowered on 
board, to be in readiness when the brig hove to. 
It was with the greatest difficulty that the boats 
made the passage between the steamer and the 
brig, and not until a warp was got out, was the 
thing successfully accomplished. The passengers 
and crew were all safely on board the Minnie 
Schiffer at 2 o’clock, no accident having occurred 
in the transportation.

Tae Catrie Disease IncuraBLe. The results 
of the investigations and experiments of the Mass- 
achusetts Medical Board, appointed with special 
reference to the subject, seems to be that no ani- 
mal having once contracted the pleuro-pneumonia 
can ever again become sound and healthy. Re- 
peated experiments have shown that animals once 
affected, though to all appearances entirely re- 
covered, eating well, working well, and producing 
apparently healthy offspring, nevertheless show, 
upon post mortem examination in all cases a soft- 
ened or ulcerated condition of the lungs, the re- 
sult of the disease passing into consumption. 

We learn from the Worcester Spy that the 
Medical Board recentlywisited Mr. Chenery’s herd 
at Belmont, and had several of his animals killed 
for examination, those selected having been sick 
longest and in the worst condition of disease. 
The object was to see how far they had recovered. 


“‘The animals selected were eating well and 
seemed to be in fair health. They first killed a 
Dutch cow shipped to this country from Rotter- 
dam, in 1857. In November, 1859, she was sick 
or seven or eight days, with cough and symptoms 
of pleuro-pneumonia. She then improved, and 
since that time has eaten well and produced an ap- 
parently healthy calf. On opening the chest of this 
cow, they found an extensive adhesion of both 
lungs to theribs and diaphragm. The adhesions 
were hid, and the lungs were filled with small, 
hard, bunches, which were in a state of softening 
and ulceration, having innumerable small abscess- 
es containing pus. The liver contained similar 
lumps. 

Then another cow was selected, because she had 
a squeaking, sawing sound in herchest. She had 
always eaten well and looked well. Here were no 
adhesions, but both lungs were filled with thuse 
hardened bunches in a state of minute ulceration. 
Then they killed a heifer which was sick last No- 
vember, and her lungs were found adhering to 
every part of the chest, wherever they could 
touch, and there was in them a small bunch in a 
state of ulceration. Finding these three animals 
so’ much diseased, and all presenting the same 
general characteristics, the medical board request-

Contest for prizes on 
walking horses. Reports of Committees. Halls 
open through the day. 

Thursday. The arrangements for this day are 
not entirely completed; but among the attractions 
will be a contest between the fire engines, ‘* Fire 
King’’ and ‘* Washington,’’ for a purse of $100; 
and a foot-race between a ‘* Native American”’ 
(of the Penobscot tribe) and an Anglo-Saxon.

The Connaught was an iron side-wheel steamer 
of 4400 burthen. She was 376 feet long and 40 
feet beam, and cost about £100,000, and was 
fully insured in England. She was built last sea- 
son at Newcastle, England, and has been pro- 
nounced one of the best constructed steamers fur 
passengers ever built. 


AppiTionaL ParticuLars. 


The origin of the fire is not known with any 
degree of certainty. The chief engineer, howev- 
er, is of opinion that it proceeded from the igni- 
tion of the heavy woollen felting with which the 
boilers were encased. If such had been the case, 
the fire would naturally smoulder for considerable 
time before breaking out. 

The steamer had on board £10,000 in silver, 
which was sent from the Bank of Newfoundland, 
at St. Johns, to their agent in this city. The 
specie was a total loss. 

The mail messenger, with a gang of men al- 
ways at command, had the mail bags removed on 
deck at an early stage of the disaster, and they 
were all saved. 

When the Minnie Schiffer hove in sight, and 
the hopes of immediate rescue began to be real- 
ized, the passengers exhibited a natural inclina- 
tion tosbe the first to leave the steamer. They 
were, however, easily controlled. The women 
were first to be removed, and the men followed. 
Two passengers were lost overboard in descending 
the sides of the steamer, and two others in going 
on board the brig, but all were saved. One wo- 
man had her finger severely jammed; but no seri- 
ous accident occurred. 

The officers and crew of the Connaught num- 
bered 124 men, which added to the officers and 
crew of the Minnie Schiffer, and the passengers, 
increased the human freight of the little brig to 
606 souls. 

The hull was divided into five compartments by 
four water-tight bulkheads extending as high as 
the main deck, which may possibly keep the 
steamer afloat, although the hull is burned to the 
deck line. The weight of the machinery, howev- 
er, adds greatly to the probability of her sinking. 
The brig Minnie Schiffer with the passengers 
and crew of the steamer arrived at Boston on 
Tuesday noon. The passengers, most of them 
emigrants, lost nearly all their worldly effects, 
saving only what they stood in. The consignees 
of the ship took immediate measures to furnish 
with comfortable quarters those who were desti- 
tute, and to forward them to their destination. 


The steamer had on boagd about £10,000 in 
specie, which Mr. Ditchfield, the purser, made 
strong efforts to save. This amount is insured, 
as well asthe ship. It is very remarkable that 
no accident or loss of life occurred from this dis- 
aster, when we consider the number of lives at 
stake—about 600. It is but due to Capt. Leitch 
to award him all merit for accomplishing that 
which is almost without precedent. Uapt. Leitch, 
the officers and the passengers have expressed their 
gratitude to Capt. Wilson for his most kind at- 
tention to them whilst on board his vessel, and 
most desirous that both governments should make 
a handsome compliment for the delay and damage 
done his vessel, as well as a proper acknowledge- 
ment for being the means of saving 60 many 
lives. 























STATEMENT OF A PASSENGER. 


Mr. H. Whittell, of New York, @ passenger in 
the Connaught, furnishes the following statement 
as to the loss of that fine steamship. 

Passing the circumstances of the yorece from 
Galway, which port we left at 5 P. M., of the 
25th ult., until about 8 P. M., of Saturday the 
6th inst., he says :—While heading westwardly, 
the wind blowing a penton gale, the ship began 
to roll to the larboard with a singular motion, 
going far down, and keeping that way ® lone 
time, which caused some alarm. Meantime, the 
captain was heard giving orders about a 
managing the pumps, &c.

The a 
stopped for a while. After strenuous ¢xer 
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tain Leitch and crew, the ship righted, 
ow wheels commenced moving, when the pas- 
sengers became more composed. The sea was 
rough, the wind blowing what the sailors call an 
ordinary full gale. Most of the passengers turned 
in, but a restless night. 
Sonpvay, 8 A. M.—The ship bega nto roll again 
with that staggering motion similar to the eve- 
ping previous, The captain and crew could 
neither tack or wear the ship. Soon after the en- 
gine stopped and steam could not be raised in the 
boilers. The ship rolled frightfally to the star- 
board and the pumps were manned, and gangs of 
men commenced bailing with buckets. At 10 
o’clock it was reported that the water was not 
ining, but on the contrary that the pumps and 
Pailers were gaining on the leak, and if the wind 
would stiffen we would reach Boston that night ; 
but these hopes were soon changed to terror when 
the word was around in low tones, ‘“The 
ship is on fire!’’ accompanied by the smell of 
burning wood. The fire appeared between the 
decks. Gangs were immediately formed, with 
pumps and buckets. As the fire gained, the bail- 
ers began to slacken work; all eyes staring 
around the horizon in hopes to see some means of 
safety. 

Several false reports of a vessel in eight were 
made, but at last we discovered a sail to the north- 
ward, and soon after another to the westward— 
both very low down; but it became plain at 1 
o'clock that both were nearing us, and the vessel 
steering north had three masts, and the one west 
only two. We soon found out that the latter was 
passing, while the other still neared without 
showing any sign that she noticed us, which kept 
us in extreme anxiety and doubt until she bore 
direetly for us, showing that she observed the 
steamer’s flags of distress, which had been hoisted 
since midday. We then commenced to steer away 
and launch boats, which was a very difficult job, 
the ship lying almost on her side in the trough of 
the sea. 

By this time the fire had cut off all communi- 
cation with the saloons. The first quarter boat 
lowered was struck by the counter and lost, 
which caused hesitation about launching the 
others. But the worst of our fears was that sup- 
posing the boats should ride the sea, which then 
showed signs of moderating, and that we could 
safely launch and fill them with passengers, there 
was no chance of remaining on board, the fire 
making such progress. The flames were momen- 
tarily expected to burst out and sweep the decks, 
the fire gangs having given up all hopes of extin- 
guishing them, but continuing to apply wet 

lankets, &c. The side of the ship was shen 80 
hot that when she rolied it would hiss and make 
steam of the sea. 

The gallant little Yankee brig sailed alongside, 
and hove to, seeing our deplorable condition, and 
showing every sign of anxiety for us, but we be- 
gan to think it would be impossible to stow all 
our numbers on board, she looked so small. We 
have since ascertained that she was only 192 tons 
burden. Capt. Leitch made all haste to get into 
the boats, which was extremely difficult, being 
lowered one by one with ropes. Capt. Leitch 
stood by all the time, commencing with the wo- 
men and children, but, with all the exertions that 
could be made, when the sun went down only 
about 200 had been got on board the brig. Capt. 
Wilson, of the brig, said :—**This is a horrible 
affair, to see the sun going downand so many peo- 
i yet on board ; the wreck settling down and 

urning up. I will do all in my power to save 
them.”’ 

Several of the boat's crew, on reaching the 
brig, refused to return, when Capt. Wilson said: 
‘Twill go almost alongside, and take a haws:r 
from on board, and then you will be in little or 
no danger. I must get every one from the 
wreck.’’ This he did, which had the effect of 
giving confidence, and by great exertions all were 
got on board by eleven o’clock, P. M. Capt. 

itch and his first officer remained on board until 
almost surrounded with flames, and until every 
soul was saved. Capt. Wilson then sent alongside 
to beg him to come away. The flames were 
shooting up the masts, throwing a strong and 
melancholy light over the sea. Capt. Leitch 
reached the brig just at midnight. Scarcely a 
a parcel of bagguge was saved, the trunks and even 
money of the cabin passengers being left below 
during the confusion, and the alarm which called 
them on deck in the morning; after which com- 
munication was cut off by the water and flames. 

Mr. Whittell speaks in the highest terms, as 
do all the passengers, of the energy and kinduess 
of Capt. John Wilson, of the brig Minnie Schif- 
fer. He was from Malaga, bound for Boston, 
with a cargo of friut. 





A Turiwinc Incipent. John B. Gough, the 
eminent temperance lecturer has been delivering 
addresses during the past week in Portland. In 
the course of his remarks on Wednesday evening, 
by way of illustration, he related the following 
incident, which, except in its tragical termina- 
tion, was almost re-enacted in the case of the lost 
steamer Coonaught and the efforts of her heroic 
Captain Leitch : 

‘John Maynard was well known in the Lake 
district as a God-fearing, honest, intelligent: pi- 
lot. He was a pilot on a steamer from Detroit to 
Buffilo one summer afternoon. At that time 
those steamers seldom carried boats. Smoke was 
seen ascending from below, and the captain called 
out, ‘Simpson, go down and see what that smoke 
is.’’ Simpson came up with his face as pale as 
ashes, and said, ‘* Captain, the ship is on fire!” 
Then, “Fire! fire! fire! fire! on shipboard!’’ All 
hands wers called up. Buckets of water dashed 
upon the fire, but in vain. There were large 
quantities of rosin and tar on board, and it was 
useless to attempt to save the ship. The passen- 
gers rushed forward and inquired of the pilot, 
‘+ How far are we from Buffalo ?’’ ‘‘Seven miles.”’ 
‘«* How long before we reach it?’ ‘*Three-quar- 
ters of an hour, at our present rate of steam.’ 
‘Is there any danger?’’ ‘Danger here—see the 
smoke bursting out! go forward if you would 
save your lives!’’ Passengers and crew, men, 


women and children, crowded the forward part of 


the ship. John Maynard stood at the helm. The 


flames burst forth in a sheet of fire; clouds of 


smoke arose, the captain cried out through his 
trumpet, ‘‘ John Maynard !’’ ‘* Aye, aye, sir !”’ 
** Are you at the helm?’’ ‘ Aye, aye, sir 9 
‘‘How does she head?’’ ‘South east-by-east, 
sir.”’ ‘* Head her south-east and run her on 
shore.’’ Nearer, nearer, yet nearer she ap- 
proached the shore. Again the captain cried out, 
‘John Mayaard!’’ The response came feebly, 
‘‘Aye, aye, sir!’’ ‘*Can you hold on five minutes 
longer, John ?”’ ‘*By God’s help, I will!’’ The 
old man’s hair was scorched from the scalp; one 
hand disabled, his knee upon the stanchion, and 
his teeth set, with his other hand upon the wheel, 
he stood firm asarock. He beached the ship, 
every man, woman and child was saved, as John 
Maynard dropped, and his spirit took its flight to 
his God.’ 


Arrempr at Murper. One of the convicts of 
the Charlestown, Mass. State Prison, named 
Fitzgerald, while at work in the whip shop, sud- 
denly made an attack with a knife upon several 
of his fellow-prisoners, stabbing one of them dan- 
gerously, and severely injuring several others be- 
fore he was secared. Fitzgerald is about 45 
years old, and had nearly completed a sentence of 
ten years.

FOREIGN NEWS. - 


Taree Days Later rrou Evrort. The steam- 
er Africa from Liverpool Sept. 29 and Queens- 
town 30th, passed Cape Race at 10 o’clock 8th 
inst. 

Latest accounts via Liverpool report Italian af- 
fairs unchanged. 

The rere continued the siege of Ancona, 
and had taken another fort. 

There wasa ministerial crisis at Naples, and 
the Cabinet bad resigned. 

Ancona capitulated on Saturday, the 29th, and 
Gen. Lamoriciere was taken prisoner of war with 
the whole garrison. 

Victor Emmanuel was expected to leave for 
Florence and Bologne on the 29th. 

It is asserted that the Pope, in his ultimatum 
to the French Emperor, threatens that he will 
quit Rome at once, unless France interferes. A 
majority of the Cardinals are reported to have 
recommended his departure. 

Additional French troops have been ordered 
from France, and French outposts have been plac- 
ed two miles beyond Rome. , 
The repulse of the Garibaldians at Capua is 
fully confirmed. One account says they lost four 
hundred men in killed and wounded, and that 
three hundred were taken prisoners. Their po- 
sitions were nevertheless maintained, and the at- 
tack will be renewed. 

The King’s troops are reported to be 50,000 in 
number and they are determined to show fight. 
The Garibaldian Ministry at Naples had re- 
signed, and Signor Conforti was about to form a 
new one, professing extreme opinions. 

The Paris correspondent of the London Daily 
News says the Privy Counci] held a meeting on 
Thursday at which it was understood a proposal 
from Gen. Guyon to augment the French army 
at Rome to 20,000 men, and some say to put down 
Garibaldi was discussed. It is feared that the 
result was a decision which will lead to a bloody 
war, which will put an end to all hopes of the 
—— of Italy. , 
Tarshal Vaillant leaves Paris to take command 
of the army of Italy and is speedily to be follow- 
ed by two Divisions. 
It is stated positively that the Pope has decided 
to leave Rome. : 
The capitulation of Ancona is confirmed. 
The vanguard of the Sardinian army had reach- 
ed Tivilo, six kilometres from Rome. 

The Patrie reports that the Neapolitan royal- 

ists were masters of Voltumo. 


Seven Days Later. The steamer Arabia, from 
Liverpool and Queenstown, 6th and 7th, passed 
Cape Race at noon on the 14th inst. 

Great Britain. The Great Eastern steamship 

Company have dispensed with the services of 
Capt. Hall and Chief Engineer McLellan. 
Naples. Garibaldi had sent a dispatch to Na- 
ples, dated the Ist inst., announcing victory 
along the whole of his lines, and that the Royal 
troops were being pursued. 
The Dielto of Turin publishes despatches dated 
Naples 2d, stating that the Royal troops had been 
repulsed from Casento, and were surrounded. The 
Garibaldians had taken 2000 prisoners. 

The above victories lack confirmation. 

It is reported that Garibaldi had invited Victor 
Emmanuel to go to Naples and assume authority, 
and he would retire to his home. 

The Emperor Napoleon in a letter to the Pope 
maintains non-intervention principles, and while 
promising to maintain order in the Holy See, his 
desire was to consign Rome to t'ie protection of a 
genuine Italian power.

A Chinese trader had purchased the privilege 
of selling opium throughout the kingdom. 

An investigation into the affairs of the Ameri- 
can Consulate had brought to light a thorough] 
organized sytem of abuses. The profits of the of- 
fice have amounted to over $40,000 annually. 





Tue Fisnertes in Maine. We learn that the 
fishermen of our State who are engaged in the 
Bay Mackerel fishery have, like those from Mass- 
achusetts, had very poor luck this year; while, 
on the other hand, those engaged in the coast 
fishing have been remarkably saccessful. For 
the unusual period of nearly two months, the 
waters on the coast of Maine were literally alive 
with mackerel, and the only drawback to an im- 
mense catch was the refusal of many schools to 
take the hook. 

The abundance of mackerel led our fishermen 
to neglect the cod and hake fishing, hence the 
shore supply is lighter than usual. The vessels 
fitted out tbr bay cod fishing, have not done as 
well in quantity this year as last, but many of 
them by taking larger fish, which command a 
higher price relatively than small will nearly 
equal their last year’s fares in value.— Portland 
Advertiser.

FALL OF FRANCIS II. 


The gradual extinction of Bourbonism as a 
reigning power in Europe is an interesting pro- 
cess to observers. Twelve years ago we saw it 
abolished in France. Last year it was abolished 
in Parma. This summer sees it flying in terror 
from Naples and Sicily, and after this flight the 
only reigning Bourbon house in Europe is that of 
Spain. In Spain Bourbonism yet reigns, and 
with it reign superstition, bigotry and despotism. 

Perhaps the report of the flight of King Fran- 
cis II. of Naples, may be premature. But it is 
such a natural and logical sequel to the events 
that have lately occurred there, that we are con- 
strained to believe it as a verity, and to speak of 
dynasty as defunct. Its origin is traced directly 
to Louis XIV. of France, whose grandson reigned 
in Spain as Philip V. The third son Philip V. 
of Spain, Don Carlos, was the first Bourbon 
sovereign of the Two Sicilies. When he became 
King of Spain, his third son, Ferdinand I., suc- 
ceeded, reigning from 1759 till 1825, when he died 
and was succeeded by his son Ferdinand II., who 
died on the 22d of May, 1850. King Francie IL., 
who then ascended the throne, is the only son of 
Ferdinand II. by his first wife, ‘‘the good queen,” 
Maria Christina, Sardinian princess. The nine 
other children of Ferdinand are by bis second 
wife, an Austrain arch-duchess. King Francis 
II. was married in February, 1859, toa daughter 
of Duke Maximilian-Joseph of Bavaria. As- 
cenjing the throne May 22d, and flying from Na- 
ples, if report speaks truth, on the 6th of August 
1860, he has hada short, turbulent and inglori- 
ous reign of less than fifteen months. He is ex- 
pected to take refuge in Austria, his wife being a 
sister of the Empress Elizabeth. 


The fugitive King of Naples is not yet twenty 
years of age. He was educated in the strictest 
school of priestly training, and while all light as 
to the rights of the people was carefully shut out 
from him, he was taught that he was the divine- 
ly-chosen sovereign, and that his will, under the 
counsels of the church, was the absolute law. 
He thus became a bigoted, narrow-minded re- 
cluse, and never did an act to excite sympathies 
of his subjects. During his short and troubled 
reign, he has studiously followed in the steps of 
the tyrant, his father, refusing to be influenced 
in the least by the more liberal policy urged upon 
his uncle, the Count of Syracuse. A large army 
and police force have been vigilant to suppress 
any popular movements, and unti) this summer 
his subjects have submitted silently and sullenly 
to his tyrainy. But Garibaldi’s liberation of 
Sicily touched even the popular heart in the 
Neapolitan kingdom, and the landing of the 
Liberator was the signal for revolution. 

In a few short weeks the work was achieved, 
and Naples is now rid of her tyrant. The inter- 
vention of Sardinia, permitted if not advised by 
| France, seems to render it certain that the late 





be antiexed to those of Piedmont, and that all 
Italy will be united under one crown ; the Papal 
States, reduced in dimensions, being allowed as 
the residence of the head’of the charch, while the 
liberation and annexation of Venetia will remain 
as work delayed but not defeated. The splendid 
dream of a free and consolidated kingdom of Italy 
seems at last likely to be fulfilled.

DIPTHERIA: WHAT IS IT? 


Within the past two years, the public atten- 
tion has been frequently called to this disease, by 
paragraphs telling of its ravages in different places 
or of remarkable mortality from it in individual 
families. It has prevailed extensively in Califor- 
nia. In the autumn of 1858, it destroyed near- 
ly two hundred children in Albany, N. Y.; in 
March, 1859, it produced great consternation in 
Orange, Connecticut, it is quite prevalent at the 
present time in Western New York, deaths are 
reported from it every week in Phi'adelphia, 
New York and Boston, and some cases have oc- 
curred during the last year in all parts of New 
England; but it has been epidemic so as to at- 
tract the public attention in only a few places. 

‘In this city there were a few cases in August, 
1858, and five persons died with the disease dur- 
ing the remainder of that year. In 1859, seven- 
teen persons died of diphtheria, and during the 
present year it has been present in the city near- 
ly all the time, not, however, assuming an epide- 
mic character. 

It has passed over all portions of France with- 
in the last thirty-five years,and throughout Eng- 
land during the past six or eight years, causing a 
large mortality among children. What is it? 

We find the following description in one of the 
City Registra’s Reports : 

‘*Diptheria is a disease of childhood, the great- 
er portion of its victims, like those of scarlatina, 
being between two and twelve years of age. It 
commences with the usual symptoms of a cold, 
and with considerable fever. Simultaneously 
with these symptoms, and some times preceding 
them, these is a deposit in spots, of a whitish or 
greyish white membrane upon the tonsils and 
back part of the mouth. This membrane increases 
with great rapidity, the fever becomes of a ty- 
phoid character, there is great constitutional de- 
pression, the breath becomes excessively foctid, 
and, in some cases, the glands about the neck be- 
come enlarged. When death takes place, it is 
caused in some cases by the extension of the false 
membrane to the air passages, producing the ef- 
fects of croup; in other cases, it is caused by ex- 
haustion and fever from the poison of the disease. 
In some epide mics, a majority of the fatal cases 
will die, apparently from croup; in other epidem- 
ies, the larger portion will die from the constitu- 
tional symptoms. In the severe epidemic in the 
city of Albany, in 1858, a few cases occurred in 
the spring and summer; but the greatest severity 
of the disease was in October and November.”’ 

Perhaps this gives a sufficient idea of the sub- 
ject for the general reader, though very imperfect 
as a medical description. 

The causes of diptheria, like those of scar- 
latina, are very little known, and perhaps for this 
very reason there is a very great diversity of opin 
ion among physicians in relation to it, and any 
number of discordant and conflicting theories have 
been advanced. An account of these, though 
it might by amusing, would only serve to con- 
fuse the reader. 

The truth is, that diptheria is now a new dis- 
ease to physicians and to the people of the present 
generation, in this country. It did prevail exten- 
sively here, many years since, and an excellent 
account of it was written by a physician in New 
York. 

It is entirely a distinct disease from scarlatina 
or croup, though it has some relations to these 
diseases which might, at times, cause doubt io 
the minds of superficial observers. 

The indications seem to be, at present, that we 
shall see much more of it in this country, and it 
is important that pbysicians should make them- 
selves familiar with it. The Rhode Island Medi- 
cal Saciety has already awarded a prize for a dis- 
sertation upon the subject, which will soon be 
published, and we are happy to know that some, 
at least, of the physicians in this city have been 
interested in the disease during the last two years, 
and are acquainted with all the particulars of its 
history, symptoms and treatment.— Providence
